1. DCM CALLED ON FONMIN SECGEN WODAK THIS MORNING AND SPOKE 
ACCORDING TO INSTRUCTION OUTLINED REFTEL. 

2. WODAK SAID HE HAD ALREADY SPOKEN WITH FONMIN KIRCHSCHLAEGER 
REGARDING TELEGRAM ON SAME SUBJECT FROM AUSTRIAN AMBASSADOR 
TO UN YANKOWITCH AND COULD CONFIRM GOA POSITION AS FOLLOWS. 
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3. GOA AGREED TO CUBAN REQUEST FOR SC MEETING IN ACCORD- 
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ANCE WITH BASIC PRINCIPLE THAT IT WILL NEVER REFUSE 
SUCH REQUESTS FROM ANY UN MEMBER. HOWEVER, IN AGREEING TO 
CUBAN REQUEST GOA MADE IT CLEAR THAT IN SO DOING IT WAS NOT 
PREJUDICING ITS BASIC POSITION THAT THE MEETING MUST BE 
RESTRICTED TO DISCUSSION OF THE SPECIFIC CUBAN COMPLAINT 
OF ALLEGED VIOLATION OF ITS DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY AND ATTACK 
ON CUBAN MERCHANT VESSEL. GOA CANNOT ACCEPT ANY BROADENING 
OF THE DISCUSSION TO INCLUDE ALLEGATIONS OF US COMPLICITY
